Kuklux Killed: The western part of this county, near the Giles 
county line, has been the scene of great excitement and stirring 
events during the past few days, about one mile South of Mill- 
ville resided a family of nesroes named Ervin, and a negro origi- 
nally from Georgia named Henry High - their occupation being crop- 
ping and the keeping of a negro grocery. They had publicly boasted 
that death would be the penalty of any Kuklux visiting their pre- 
Mises, The threat, it seems, was not idly made, Their house and 
a loft, the stairs to which had »een removed, a hole cut for en- 
trance outside, and a ladder placed to facilitate ingress. - The 

. loft had been port-holed all around, a supply of army guns and 
ammunition procured, and old man Ervin, his two sons and High were 
ready for battle, We cannot learn that the Kuklux or any one else 
had molested or threatened the Ervin family, The war-like prepara- 
tions seemed to have been made without any justifiable cause, but 
solely in a spirit of ostentatious menace,.,on last Thursday night 
twelve Kuklux, about one-half of whom were armed, visited the 
house for the purpose of learning what the "battle array'! meant. 
One of them, William lioyers, formerly of this place, ascended the 
ladder, As he approached the top, he was ordered to 'stop', by 
someone inside of the house, and simultaneously a gun was fired 
from the extreme end of the building by one of the Ervins named 
Sykes, and @ minnie ball entered Moyers near the spinal column, 
passed through the stomach, and lodged just inside of the skin. 
The wounded man died about sunrise on Friday morning, In an 
incredibly short time, say by 10 o'clock on the same day, five or 
six hundred Kuklux were on the ground, One of the nerroes, Henry 
High, was hung to the joist near the ladder, It was proven by 
negro testimony that High had on several occasions brought army 
guns to the Ervin arsenal, for the avowed purpose of killing white 
men, The Ervins escaned...

Capt. Alexander Houston Sanders, who was one of the brave boys in 
gray in the Civil war, doing his duty nobly and unflinchingly on 
field of battle or in camp, is the man who to-day is serving to the 
best of his ability, and that ability is of a high order, as sheriff 
of Grundy county; the man who has ever been found in the foremos* 
ranks of citizens who are devoted to their county's best interests 

and to the welfare of their fellowmen; in private life and in official 
positions always laborning for others with an unselfish devotion that 
well entitles him to the respect which is so freely given him and to 
a place among the honored and valued residents of Tracy City. ; 

The Captain was born September 20, 1838, in Grundy county, in 
that part known as Payne's Cove, within a half mile of his father's 
birthplace, and is a son of Jacob and Martha (Yates) Sanders. The 
father was born in 1812, and was a son of Solomon Saunders, who after 
coming to America changed the name to Sanders. The latter was a nat- 
ive of Belfast, Ireland, but at the age of fourteen removed to Corn~ 
wall, Ireland, and after his marriage came to the United States, 
locating at Payne's Cove, Grundy county, Tenn., on account of his 
fondness for hunting and the abundance of all kinds of fame in this 
locality at that time. Here he continued to live until called from 
this life at the extreme old age of one hundred and four years and 
twenty-one days, his out-door life in the woods no doubt lengthening 
his days, At all times he was stout and rugged, and a year before 
his death walked a mile and a quarter on a visit to a neighbor. His © 
place of settlement was on the head waters of Elk river. He was a 
consistent member of the Cumberland Presbyterian church, and was 4 
soldier of the war of 1812, drawing a pension from the United States 
government, in recognition of his services, until his death, In his 
family were eleven children, of whom Jacob Sanders, our subject's 
father, was the oldest son. Like his father, he was a great hunter, 
and both he and his wife held membership in the Cumberland Presbyterian 
church, while socially he affliated with the Indep endent Order of 
Odd Fellows, With their family they removed to Lincoln county, Tenn., 
where both died, the mother in 1866, the father in 1869. 

In the family of this worthy couple were twelve children: Andrew , 
who is employed in a quarry at Sherwood, Tenn. Allie, the widow of 
John Hunter and a resident of Tracy City. Alexander H., the next in 
order of birth of those still living. Joseph, a farmer living west of 
Tracy City, Adaline, the wife of Thomas Johnson, of Franklin county, . 
Tenn, Caledonia, the wife of Mack Meeks, of Tracy City. Mincey died in 
childhood, and both James and Elzick when about twenty-two years of 
age. John was @ member of the Twenty-eighth Federal Cavalry and was 
killed at Tracy City during the war. George died at the age of eleven 
years, . 

Captain Sander was reared at Payne's Cove and Tracy City, where 
he attended school to a limited extent, but as his parents were poor 
his educational privileges were meagre and he was early forced to 
earn his own livelihood, On the 27th of April, 1861, he enlisted in 
Company A, First Tenn, Infantry, under Col, Peter Turney, his being
